No doubt, 
as on other occasiona, tho ashes have 
been transported, to ,a distance .of* 200 
leagues from tho volc.mo which had 
tlirinvn them out.

It was stated 
mouths ago that the Okanag in and othur 
Tuilian iritjos were in constant commnni- 
caliou with their brother redskins nouth 
of the boundary lino, aiid had been invit- 
ed to join them iu a great war upon tho 
whiles. Tho news of tlie recent bnccesa- 
ful raids of Joseph's band in Idalio has 
reached tho Cohunbiau tribes and canged 
them to increase tlieir deui'inds. Wo hopo 
that tho nous we give this morning of 
Joseph's ilefoat will restore the feverish 
native mind to its wonted tranquility and 
reasonableness.

St. Petehsburg, July 13.— After the 
reinforcement of the army of the Cau- 
caasinns, ovon if uecos.sary by troojis 
from tho Ceutrul Asiutio frontier, a 
secoud invasion of Annoiiia is aicditn- 
ted, commencing with tho capturo of 
Butoum nud the suppresaion of the 
Abchasia rebellion. 

Vioniiii advice from St. PoterHbiirt,' 
atato« that a reserve of Gossiacks con- 
sisting of 4 regimeutH iii ton battalions, 
in ail 2U,()U() men, are preparing' to 
follow the 12,000 uieu who are already 
marched from Saratova for Armenia 
and when ready the army will take fchie' 
direct roiito to Erzoroum.

— A diupatch 
dated S.itnrday auuoiiuces that tho Rus- 
sians are approaching Kisgad and have 
probibly already cut tho railway near that 
point. It is conjectured by some tiiat tho 
Turks will maiutiiu a defensive line ex- 
tending from Uiitsehuk via Sliumla to Oj 
nvi'A I}a;;a, and will ^ive battle in open field. 
Tlie CoGs!aiitinop,o telegram abovu meu- 
tioucd strongly opposes this ^jrosump- 
lion, fiuco the chief object of such a do- 
feus'Vi! lino would bo to protect the rail- 
way which feeds the quadrilateral. 'I'liia 
r.iiiw.iy has now boon apparently cut by 
tha Russians without opposition. A more 
plausible theory is that tho Turks will 
await dovolopmenta of tho Russiau cam- 
paign, in expectation that Butschuk and 
Shumla must bo besieged, and one or 
both reduced before advance on the Bal- 
kans can bo undertaken. They hopo thus 
to consume tho season, wherein operations 
are practicable, as Rutschnk aud Shumla 
are believed capable of a lengthened re- 
sistance, and meantime th(. Balkan passes 
could bo strengtlioued and reinforced. 
Two things appear certain, first that the 
Russians cannot Roizii I ho pisses of tho 
lialk'Um or Sophia by a coup tin »iaiii. as 
was nt one time oxpected, since the I'urks 
havo alri.'.uly taken precautions a.gainst 
suoh iiioveuieiUs. Secondly, the .single 
bridge at Simnitza remiins tlio only 
means of oommuuicaliou with, and sup- 
plying the army south of tho Danube as 
lliis bridge must bu barely adi'ipiato from 
day to day, and baa lioen .several times 
bro'itoii by storms and tlio cm rent of the 
river, there cannot yet have been an\' such 
accumulation of material aud transport at 
Sist )va as would justify a general ad 
vanco. It seems improbable, there.''ori>, 
that tho Russians can originate any suoh 
startlin,i( movement for the present, if thi^ 
Tuihs clioo-o to keep tie ir fortil'icitions.
